tu re r s ’. shows th a t while the I B l i ­ 
ni 12 sales from the champagne dis­ 
trict to the United States were a 
large increase over the year previous 
still the total isn t nearly ag much 
as in the years previous. 
In the 1911-1912 year. France dis­ 
posed of 2.775,62 4 quart bottles of 
the “ grape” to the United States. 
The year previous the total was only 
1,951.316 bottles. 
But in 1909 it 
reached the big total of 5,420,316—
